LONDON, Nov. 5,—The British official 


attitude towards the events at Panama 
is that it ia'entirely the United States 
affair. This with tho consequent com- 
pamtivp apathy, appears to be shared in 
all diplomatic quarters in London. Ex- 
cept in the unlikely possibility of some 
outside interference no aofcion is con- 
templated by the British, or, so far a* 
Uic Associate Press ia »b!c to ascertain, 
at the various embassies here, by any 
other government. Upon request of the 
British diplomatic or consular rcprcBen- 
tatiYc in the disturbed region a war ves- 
sel would be sent to protect the rights of 
subjects of Great Britain but such a re- 
quest would not be encouraged as Down- 
ing street is of the opinion that

. The 
queetion of the recognition of 


Panama's independence entirely depends 
on the action of the United States. If 
Washington communicates to the pow- 
ers that it intends to recognize the in- 
dependence of Panama., it is not likely 
that there will bo the. slightest objection 
on the part of Great Britain while ac- 
cording to the views of the diplomats 
here tho other European powers proba- 
bly will quickly follow suit.

The title is, "An ordinance to 
amend sections 142, 144 and MB of title 
4, of the storage of inflammable oils and 
explosives." 


GIST OF ORDINANCE. 


It provides that it shall be unlawful 


to store or keep for sale within the cor- 
porate limits of the eity more than five 
barrels of each, with a capacity of not 
more than fifty gallons of either gaso- 
line, naphtha, benzine, cnmphine, spirit 
pis, etc., in any part of a building or 
warehouse, 'except that such building or 
warehouse shall be declared proper for 
such puqiosc by the fire marshal of the 
city of Racine and a permit be granted 
bv the common council.

Probably 
more feeding value can be secured 
from nn acre of corn put Into the silo 
than from an -equal area utilized In j 
nny other way. Silo is alwnys rolislied j 
by'cows aud furnishes n largo parr of 
Iho roughness required in a rlii'in and ] 
palatable form. 
The number o! silos 


in nsa Is constantly increasing, espe- 
cially In the OfiUy sections; Silage is 
also" growing in favor as a summer 
feed to supplement pastures. 


The advantages of silage as com- 


pared with field cured fodder have 
been summed tip by Professor H. -J. 
Waters as follows: 


"The 
practice of 
preserving

green corn plant in the silo hae grown 
rapidly in favor, especially with the 
dairy fanner. 
It commends itself on 


the ground that— 


"First.—A large quantity of materlnl 


may be stored in a comparatively small 
space. 


"Second.—Green and succulent food 


Is thereby provided for' the winter 
months. 


"Third.—The green plant. Is more pal- 


atable, tho coarser parts of the stalk 
being much more completely consumed 
•when made into silage. 


"Fourth.—Tho ' harvesting Is dona 


during the pleasant weather In the 
early fall, and the drudgery of han- 
dling dry stover in winter Is obviated. 


"Fifth.—It Is cheaper on the whole 


than to be at tlie expense of buskins 
nnd grinding the ears and cutting nnd 
ghredding the stover. It does not ap- 
pear to affect .the digestibility of .the 
material favorably or unfavorably.

All utensils should be washed 


as soon as possible after using, sines 
the longer the milk remains on them 
the harder they will be to clean. They 
should first be rinsed with lukewarm 
water to remove tho milk, then washed 
with hot water and soap or some alkali 
nnd scalded with boiling water, or 
with stcnm if it Is available.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 5.—The navy 


department has received a cablegram 
from Commander Hubbard of the Nash- 
ville, stating that he had again landed 
forces from that ship to protect life and 
property at Colon. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 5.—Formal an- 


nouncement 
has been received at the 


state department by cable from Panama 
of the establishment of a new govern- 
ment at that place, which the dispatch 
eays is capable of maintaining order. The 
cablegram conies from three 
consuls 


constituting the new government and is 
signed by Frederick Boyd, Jose Agustin 
iArango and Tomas Arias. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 5.—The navy 


department has 
received a cablegram 


from Commander John M. Hubbard, of 
the Nashville, dated Colon, yesterday, 
saying that he had landed marines, such 
action 
being necessary to protect 
the 


lives and property of American, residents. 


Later in the day the navy department 


received the following from Commander 
Hubbard: 


"Have withdrawn forces landed Wed- 


nesday afternoon. No bloodshed." 


COLON, Colombia, Nov. 5, 0:35 a. m. 


—Much anxiety prevails in all quarters 
here today. 
It is recognized that the

PANAMA. Nov. 5. 11 a. m.—The gov- 


ernment of the new republic of Panama 
is constantly receiving congratulations 
from Paris, London, the republic of Cen- 
tral America and from nearly all other 
parts of the world.

The Standard Oil «ompany cannot b« 


breed to remove oil from their plant at 
fifteenth street and the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee & St. Paul railway tracks under 
;he provision* of the present ordinance, 
!or the reason it is defective and does 
not touch the manner in which oil is 
tept by that corporation. In other 
words the ordinance is fatally defective. 


The ordinance in question, after being 


amended a number of times, was adopt- 
ed by the council in the month of Sep- 
tember. The title is, "An ordinance to 
amend sections 142, 144 and 146 of title 
4, of'the storage of inflammable oils and 
explosives." 


GIST OF ORDINANCE. 


It provides that it shall be unlawful 


to store or keep for sale within the cor- 
porate limits of the city more than five 
barrels of each, with a capacity of not 
more than fifty gallons of either gaso- 
line, naphtha, benzine, camphine, spirit 
gas, etc., in any part of a .building or 
warehouse, 'except that anch building or 
warehouse shall be declared proper for 
such purpose by the fire marshal of the 
city of Racine and a permit be granted 
by the common council. 


At the last meeting of the council tax- 


payers and property owners remonstrat- 
ed .agninst the. (Standard Oil company 
storing oil in tin: uew plant'ttrid in direct 
opposition to the orders of the mayor, 
the fire marshal and council. 


WHERE IT IS DEFECTIVE. 


It will be noticed that the ordinance 


provides that oil, etc., shall not be stor- 
ed in any building or warehouse, with- 
out permission, etc. The Standard Oil 
company have not a gallon of explosives 
stored in the building. It is stored in 
immense steel tanks sunk in the ground 
and admitted to be lire proof. This is 
where the ordinance is defective and city 
officials believe that under its provisions 
they cannot compel the Standnrd Oil 
corporation to remove the oil from the 
tanks. 


There is talk of a new ordinance being 


drafted and presented to the council, 
but even if this is done there is an opin- 
ion that it will be a difficult problem to 
compel the corporation to remove the 
oil and before so doing the battle would 
go to the highest courts. 


It certainly looks as if the corpora- 


tion have the upper hand at the present 
time.

PEEKSKILL, N. Y., Nov. 4.—Sixteen 


men are reported dead and a number 
wounded as a result of a series of ex- 
plosions today on lona island, in the 
Hudson, used by the government as a 
storehouse for dynamite and powder. 
The first explosion occurred shortly be- 
fore one o'clock and was followed by 
others, for more than an hour the de- 
tonations being heard in this city at 
2:30. 
A telephone call was sent here 


for every physician available and all 
who could be found, responded to the 
call. Beyond the fact that sixteen men 
were dead and many wounded no de- 
tails of the disaster were obtainable at 
2:30. 


The explosion was heard for 
more 


than ten miles. The island is 500 yards 
from the west shore, of the Hudson, but 
rocks and dirt were hurled to the banks 
of the West Shore railroad. 


The island is eight miles above Ha- 


vcrstraw, but all wire connection with 
it was broken by'the explosion. 


A large amount of explosives for the 


North Atlantic Squadron was stored on 
the island nnd several 
hundred men 


were stationed there. 


The blaze and noise of bursting ex- 


plosives made a terrific spectacle which 
was watched by hundreds on this side of 
the river, 


Four years ago the government pnr 


chased the entire island for the purpose 
of converting it into a liavnl magazine. 
The work was begun immediately after 
tlie purchase and was in progress to- 
day.

Beports come from the south as to 


the continuation of the peonage prac- 
tice and doubtless the practice is far 
more general than supposed and the hab- 
it confirmed. The government 
seems 


helpless and the local authorities do ap- 
parently nothing. In reality there has 
been no formal complaints made to the 
Washington 
authorities, 
though 
the 


United States district attorneys could 
lake notice ware the growing new form 
of slavery called officially to their no- 
tice. It 
is not supposed any 
govern- 


ment official has the power of his own 
motion to take cognizance of any viola- 
tion of law, and hence very likely the 
extent of a number of growing evils, 
for if in the south the peonage slavery 
Increases and in the north the new form 
of lotteries steadily increases, and the 
guessing contest lottery is invading the 
cities. 


But as to the latter developments in 


the peonage system such 
come 
from 


Louisiana, in the more northern portion 
r>l the state. Cases have been reported 
to the United States grand jury for the 
northern district and the 
jury 
have 


been investigating in the cases. In one 
part, that of Ouachita several peonage 
rictims are reported, and in a number 
of .other parishes violations of the law 
Save been unearthed. What the result 
will be has not yet been determined as 
these southern planters work their slav- 
ery system upon the plan of holding the 
negroes through debt, and 
the 
local 


laws which enable them to force tlieir 
rictims to work the debt out; and re- 
tain them by force. 
The system is of 


jourse nothing but slavery as any nor- 
thern man can sec at a glance. 


An acount of the Louisiana new era 


slavery system says: 


"Tho question now 
depends wholly 


upon the contract labor law, which it is 
claimed' by the federal officers of the 
department of justice, has been employ- 
ed by certain planters to cloak a form 
of semi^slavery. 


William Penn, the negro arrested for 


perjury in the grand jury room, prev- 
iously signed an affidavit before a Unit- 
ed States commissioner, in which he 
declared that he had been beaten by 
his employer and held in bondage. Other 
negroes are said to have testified that 
they .go* in debt to their employers and 
wcre-'held against their will, compelled 
to work, and were beaten when they 
failed to do so. One negro testified that 
he got in debt to bis employer, and a 
planter in a neighboring parish offered 
to pay tho debt if he could secure his 
servicesj^but his employer refused to re- 
lease him. 


"The condition of affairs existing in 


North Louisiana has 
been 
generally 


rumored for some time and even discus- 
sed in the papers. Under the system in 
operation the negroes who become in- 
'dobted to their employer are not allow- 
ed to leave the place until they pay up 
the debts or some one pays them, and 
ore consequently unable to secure other 
employment. 


"In some cases even their redemption 


from this form of serai-slavery by the 
payment of their debt by others, it is 
asserted, is refused, and they are then 
bound to the soil. 


"The peonage oases in Louisiana are 


Brfferont from those in Alabama 
and 


hang upon the question of the right of 
planters to-enforce their labor contracts. 
There are several of these cases from 
Ouaohita parish, which are among the 
.strongest to be tried."• 


Undoubtedly today there are thous- 


ands of negroes held to enforced labor 
throughout the southern states, and 
nothing is more certain than that cus- 
tom makes law sometimes, and unless 
the government of the United States 
takes the promptest of action, as the 
months roll by, the 
peonage 
slavery 


system will continue to so fasten itself 
upon the country, that it can not be 
eradicated.

ly seen on apartment houses, i for 
all 


packages to be delivered in the rear. 
It seems a tenant of a fashionable flat 
objects to the provision requiring pack- 
ages to -fee delivered in tho rear, for one 
reason as- stated the delivery wagons re- 
fuse to do anything of the sort in her 
case because of having to go through 
an alley which would require driving an 
extra block and a half. Therefore i;he 


sues for damages to the amount of ten 
thousand dollars. 


It is not unlikely that the increasing- 


numbers of people, residing in 
these 


flats may necessitate a series of judicial 
rulings. Some of the contentious ques- 
tions may be as many have been, deter- 
mined by the rule of common sense, and 
indeed they probably all could by the 
same rule. For instance, the matter of 
wash day liaa come up early in the new 
era, and has been peacefully scttle'd in 
most instances by the application of the 
rule as above stated. All could not evi- 
dently have the same day, so where it 
^ s possible to arrange, the days were

His political--rights in the north are 
fully preserved. 


It remains for t'iie .Republican party to 


enforce the political rights of the color- 
ed man. If it is unable or unwilling to 
do so by force of, statutory law, then 
let it pursue the other course, and en- 
force the federal constitution which de- 
clares when any state abridges the suf- 
frage rights of any citizen for any cause 
except for participation in crime or trea- 
son, their representation 
in 
congress 


shall be correspondingly reduced. That 
is to say the number so disfranchised 
shall not be counted in making up the 
congressional 
apportionment. 
This 


should not be solely confined to 
the 


south either, for in every state where 
laws have deprived citizens of the suf- 
frage, let this provision of the constitu- 
tion be enforced. If any state has en- 
forced an educational provision and dis- 
franchised all who arc unable to comply 
with the requirement, then in such state 
the number so disfranchised shall not be 
counted in making up the congressional 
apportionment. 


It is reported Senator Gorman on this

The disclosures of financial corruption 
that have recently been made by the 
Ne wYork courts, the young magnate 
asserted, were such as to stagger honest 
men, but they did not fill him with des- 
pair. He still had the heart to believe 
that corporate wealth may have a right- 
eous force in benefiting the public.

much these modern days from the court 
records of fraudulent manipulation of 
corporate wealth." 


If the shipbuilding trust was a wick- 


ed thing the Standard Oil and the Steel 
trusts may still be noble enterprises, de- 
signed only for the public good, and 
free from the breath of scandal. "Hon- 


esty," declared young Mr. Rockefeller, 
"is the first foundation stone to lay. Th» 
man who charges too much for groceries 
will not succeed very long."

as fair prices for groceries. Is a grocer 
charging fair prices when he clears 4S 
per cent a year on the money he has in- 
vested, or is such a profit fair only ia 
the oil business?

angle as that of striking. The mirror 
shows at once the different ways ia, 
which a shot can be made. Even tho 
tryo is said to make difficult indirect 
shots as readily as direct ones, and 
the intricacies of the game are quicllr 
ly conquered by anybody.

conditions something must be provided 
that has some of. the properties of 
grass. Two methods are used to sup- 
ply this necessary quality—by the use 
of root crops, by the ase of silage. 
When attention is given to winter 
dairying silage should by aJl.menns be 
provided, as it Is undoubtedly the 
cheapest food for this purpose. 


There is no way by whlcli the corn 


crop can be used to better advantage 
than by putting it In a silo. Probably 
more feeding value can be secured 
from an acre of corn put Into the silo 
than from an • equal area utilized in 
any other way. Silo is always relished 
by cows and furnishes ft lavjrfi part of 
the roughness required iu a cheap and 
palatable form. 
Tile number of silos 


In uso is constantly increasing, espe- 
cially in the cfcliry sections; Silage is 
also growing in favor as a summer 
feed to supplement pastures. 


The advantages of silage as com- 


pared with field cured fodder have 
been summed up by Professor H. • J. 
Waters as follows:

green corn plant, in the silo has grown 
rapidly in favor, especially with the 
dairy fanner, 
it commends itself on 


the ground that— 


"First.—A large quantity of material 


may be stored in a comparatively small 
space. 


"Second.—Green and succulent food

months. 


"Third.—The green plant Is more pal- 


atable, the coarser parts of the stalk 
being much more.completely consumed 
•when made into silage.

Clean Dairy Cteimll".

Fraser says: "One of the first essen- 
tials in. keeping dairy utensils clean Is 
to have a clean surface. 
This fact 


should be kept in mind when purchas- 
ing, and if all scaros are not Unshed 
smooth with solder this should be done. 
As soon as the tin is worn off on the 
Inside, exposing the iron, the utensils 
.should be discarded, for they cannot 
be properly cleaned when in this con- 
dition. All utensils 'should be washed 
as soon as possible after using, since 
the longer the milk remains on them 
the harder they will be to clean. They 
should first be rinsed with lukewarm 
water to remove the milk, then washed 
•with hot water and soup or some alkali 
and scalded with boiling water, or 
with steam if it is available.

should never be tightly closed when 
not in use, and should be placed on a 
rack ia an inverted position, so that 
the dust cannot'blow into them.
